The press fight was still raging when 
the Good Friday adjournment was 
reached. 

Second issue is the question of the 
bill brought in by Fred White, Labor 
leader to allow university professors 
to run for the Legislature or for 
Parliament without risk of dismissal. 
In the course of the debate, it was di- 
vulged that Premier Reid and ex- 
Premier Brownlee had gone to the Un- 
iversity Senate with a proposal that 
the ban against running for office be 
suspended for one year, to ey 
Prof W H Alexander to run in Edmon- | 
ton, and thereafter be invoked again- 
st all others. 

This led to heated accusations that 
the premier and ex-premier are using 
the university for political purposes. 
The fight was not over when the Leg: 
islative adjourned for Good Friday. 

Third issue is the question of Soc- 
ial Credit. When the question of ap- 
proving the action of the Reid Govt, 
in inviting Major C H Douglas to 
come to Alberta at a cost to the tax- 
payers of $13000 came before the 
House, W R Howson, Liberal leader, 
in approving the invitation charged 
the Government with bad faith. Here 
you are inviting Major Douglas’ to 
come here, he said, on the excuse that 
you want to know more about Social 
Credit before deciding what action to 
take on it, while all the time you are 
making speeches in the House, over 
the radio and before public gatherings 
denouncing Social Credit as a menace. 

Mr Howson charged that the govern 
ment is taking $13000 of the public's 
money, not to get information about 
Social Credit, but to try and confuse 
the public during election time. He 
said it was no wonder that Wm Aber- 
hart had refused the government's in- 
vitation to come to Edmonton and tell 
them about Social Credit, while mem- 
bers of the government are denounc-

Exports of woodpulp in the 12 
months showed a gain of 34.5 per cent 
over 1932. Exports of planks and 
boards were 1,017,837,000 feet compar- 
‘ed with 674,167,000 in the preceding 
year, British Columbia during 1933 
broke all records for overseas busin- 
ess. Shipments of forest products 
from B C showed an advance of more 
than 40 per cent over 1932 and exports 
to Great Britain recorded a gain of 
more than 100 per cent, 
Pulp and paper is the largest branch 
of the forest group of Canadian indus- 
tries.

The best 
measure of its progress available for 
1933 is newsprint production, which

growth of newsprint production was

Crop Testing Plan for Determining 

Purity of Farmers‘ Wheat Seed. 
—_—0:— 

The crop testing plan inaugurated 
in 1932 has since become widely re- 
cognized by grain men and farmers 
generally as an exceedingly simple 
and effective means of determining 
purity of seed varieties used by in- 
dividual farmers. With wheat parti- 
cularly a high standard of quality is 
vitally essential in selling on the ov- 
erseas market. While soil and climate 
play an important part in determin- 
ing quaity, the varieties grown, and 
their purity or freedom 
sirable types are also of the utmost 
importance. For this week's letter W 
D Hay, Assistant Supt in cereals at 
this station, has outlined this crop 
testing plan which is being continued 
here this year. 

Four ounce samples of wheat are 
used. These are collected and sent in 
by elevator agents and by individual 
farmers.
